vention yesterday unanim ously selected Colonel Frank Knox, 
publisher of the Chicago D aily News, as the V ice Presidential 
candidate of the party. The selection was made w ith a display 
of harm ony and unity of purpose sim ilar to that of Thursday 
night w hen G overnor A lf JVI. Landon, of Kansas, was nom i­ 
nated for President. 
Knox was chosen as Landon's running mate after three 
other candidates whose names had been placed before the con­ 
vention retired from the field. 
First to withdraw was a form er Am bassador, W a lte r F. 
Edge, who had been placed in nom ination by the New Jersey 
delegation. 
G o vern o r I larry Nice, offered to the convention by the 
M aryland contingent, followed the example set by Edge and 
tailed on the delegates to rally to the Knox standard. 
A rth u r W . Little, of New York, announced his w ithdraw al 
in a message to the convention read by Representative B e r­ 
trand I I. Snell, the permanent chairman. 
Less than an hour after Knox had been nominated, the 
convention at 2.14 P. M . 
(Philadelphia tim e )— adjourned 
sine die. 
During the course of tile final session 
of one of the most notable conclaves in 
the history of the party, Chairman 
Snell read a message from Governor 
Landen in which Ii** thanked the dele­ 
gates for (placing him at tin* head of 
tin* ticket and pledged himself to a 
vigorous campaign to rout the New 
I it al.
